MANY GERMANS OPPOSE 
CIVIL SERVICE BILL 


Socialists, Small Tradesmen, and 
Even Soldiers Fear Closing 
Up of All Business.

BERLIN, Nov, 27, (via Sayville.)— 
While much light has been thrown upon 
the new compulsory civil service bill 
by. discussion in the committee stage 
it can hardly be said that the tremend- 
ous difficulties in its way have as yet 
lost much weight. Despite every obsta- 
cle.the new measure will probably pas» 
the Reichstag with a large majority, 
because the people, the members of the 
Reichstag and the Government, seem 
convinced that although it may . have 
fatal consequences to a few branches 
of commerce, the effect on the empire 
for the victorious conduct of the war 
will be tremendous and thus bring 
pace within view again. 

Unfortunately for the bill’s smoother

Reserve Board Issues a Definite 
Warning That They May 
Absorb Liquid Funds, 


IT OPPOSES THE RENEWALS 


Declares Attractive Features 
Might Induce Investments of 
‘Many Hundreds of Millions.” | 


BANKERS HERE OBJECT 


Explain. Terms of the Foreign Offer- 
ings and Dispute the Asser- 
tions Regarding Renewals,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The Federal 
Reserve Board today took action on the 
acceptance by banks of the United States 
of treasury notes of belligerent coun- 
tries. In a statement the board warns 
the bahks not to be deceived by an in- 
vestment which. at the outset appears 
to be a short-term transaction, when 
from the very force of circumstances 
it cannot be such. Eventually, the 
board holds, it is sure to ‘become a long- 
term investment, to the defeat of the 
principle and spirit underlying the 
banking. system of this country, which 
is designed to make our currency always 
liquid and available for the promotion 


of our Own commercial necessities and 
activities. 

The Reserve Board, it was explained, 
has been impelled to the action now 
taken by the experience of two New 
York banks, which accepted Treasury 
notes of the Republic of France and are 
now living up to an agreement to allow 
five renewals.of those notes. This trans- 
action is supposed to be more than or- 
dinarily profitable to the banks, but it 
is virtually a loan for eighteen months, 
as the five-rénewal agreement came at 
the end of the first ninety-day discount. 
The board believes that such a transac- 
tion, multiplied. throughout the. months 
to come and involving .a large number 
of banks, would lead «to the eventual 
building up of a foreign Joan of very 
large proportions. _ Made mnder the guise 
of ninety-day discounts which would not 
be met aim@ Woullt be constantly renewed, 
che transactidn would become perma- 
sent, loans: from..the, liquid cur- 
réncy — of the country Instead of the 
legitimate investment market, where 
they properly belong. 

The Reserve Board, at the outset of ite 
statement to the member banks and the 
country, says thaf it has no fear what- 
ever on the score-of gold coming to the 
United States. *.The/board is willing to 
let it come and does. not believe that it 
is to be put in banks and made the basis 
of speculation and inflation. It says that 
if there were such a danger it could be 
corrected by voluntary co-operation of 
the banks or by legislation. The prac- 
tice urged on American bankers now by 
a chance to make profits and by.agents 
of pelligerent Governments, the board 
intimates, will bring a reali danger 
which is the reduction of excess cur- 
rency and a resulting situation where if 
there is not wise control, a formidable 
element’: of instability will be intro- 
duced. 

The Reserve Board, after cautioning 
the banks not to take foreign treasury 
notes, goes a step further and tells the 
private investor that: he should get full 
and authoritative data, especially in the 
case of unsecured loans in order to judge 
whether future developments will justify 
his investment. 

H. P. Davison of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
was in Washington recenty and con- 
ferred with President Wilson and some 
of the members of the Reserve Board. 
It was said later that he sought to have 
banks of the Reserve system authorized 
to buy British Treasury bills as if they 
were bills of exchange to cover commer- 
cial transactions. 

Defines Board’s Position. 


The statement of the board reads: 

“In yiew of contradictory reports 
which have appeared in the press regard- 
ing its attitude toward the purchasing 
by banks in this country of Treasury 
bills of foreign Governments, the board 
deems it a duty to define its position 
clearly.; In making this statement the 
board desires to disclaim any intention 
of discussing the finahces or of reflect- 


ing upon the financia: stability of any 
nation, but wishes it understood that it 
seeks to deal only.with general principles 
which affect all alike. 

‘'The board does not share the view 
frequently expressed of late that further 
importations of large amounts of gold 
must of necessity prove a source of dan- 
ger or disturbance to this country. That 

anger, the, board believes, will arise 
only.in case the inflowing gold should 
remain -uncontrolled and be permitted’to 
become the basis of undesirable loan ex- 
pansions and of inflation. There are 
means, however, of contrelling ‘acces- 
sions. of gold by proper and. voluntary 
co-operation of the banks, or, if need be, 
by sy gee enactment. An important 
step in this direction would be the an- 
ticipation of the final transfer, of re- 
serves contemplated * the Federal Re- 
serve act to become effective on Nov. 16, 
1918. ia date-could be advanced. to 
February Or March, 1917..

LONDON, Tuesday, Nov 28.—Reports 
received from the United States that 
an organized effort is being made, there 
with peace as the objective have 
brought out several editorials in oppo- 
sition to such a move. 

“If the Allies are ever reduced to an 
armistice by the American intrigues," 
says The Morning Post, ‘‘ they would 
regard the United States as a traitor 
to*the cause of world freedom. There- 
fore, we suggest to our American 
cousins that, as they have’ decided to 
take no part in the war except to make 
money out of it, it would be wisdom for 
them to leave us to fight out what is, 
after all, their battle.’’

NO CAR TRACKS ARE NEEDED. | 

West Highty-sixth Street from Cen- 
tral Park to Riverside Drive was laid 
out as @ park street, and property was 
improved on that street with the un- 
derstanding that it would be preserved 
as a place of fine residences. It was 
turned over to the care of the Borough 
Government, by the Park Department 
in order that its pavement might be 
systematically cared for, but there 
Was no understanding that with the 
transfer the street should lose its 
parklike character. We have insisted 
and shall insist to the end that if the 
city permits the building of a surface 
car line on this street of only a few 
blocks running between two parks it 
will break faith with the property 
owners who have made it what ft. is. 
But not only the property owners of 
West Eighty-sixth Street should be 
considered. These well-kept blocks 
have formed one of the few beautiful 
spots in the city. Their preservation 
concerns every citizen with a soul su- 
perior to petty materialism. 

The fight to keep car tracks out of 
Eighty-sixth Street has been going on 
for many months. It has been a fight 
of good citizenship against the de- 
structive spirit that is always threat- 
ening the welfare of New York. The 
people who would destroy the charac- 
ter of this street, so that Yorkville can 
Pmore easily get across town to Am- 
sterdam Avenue and upper Broadway.

THE RUMANIAN FAILURE. 

The joining of FaALKENHAYN’s with 
MACKENSEN’s forces seems to make 
inevitable the speedy fall of Bu- 
charest. The Entente Powers can only 
/hope for a miracle. When we remem- 
|\ber the jubilation’ with which the Ru- 
manian declaration of war against 
Austria in August was received by 
them, the happy influence which it 
was going to exert upon Greece, the 
rapid military collapse of Rumania 
seems one of the bitterest ironies of 
the war. The German General ‘Staff 
must have been thoroughly prepared 
long before the declaration. Rumania 
had been coaxed and bullied long by 
both sides. At the beginning of the 
war King Caro. had vainly tried to 
range her with, the Central Powers, 
with whom her relations had been 
close—till the Balkan wars—since 
Russia at the Congress of Berlin had 
robbed her of fertile Bessarabia with 
its Rumanian population and given 
her barren Dobrudja with its Turks 
and Bulgarsa. . ‘ 

King Caro. could not make head- 
way against the. popular desire. He 
died a disappointed man. The war 
offered. a. prospect of realizing the 
old ambition of uniting to the King- 
dom Transylvania, with its 1,500,000 
Rumanians, to be. won from the Aus- 
trians, while Russia would give back 
Bessarabia with ite 1,750,000. ‘The 
Central Powers could offer Bessara- 
bia, but Transylvania was the richer 
prize, King Ferpinanp was ready 
to take advantage of any ty 
of: acquiring territory the war might 
bring. With Russia and the Central 
Powers, Rumania might be said to be 
quits: She had taken from Bulgaria, 
as the price of her intervention in 
the second Balkan war, which Aus-

Well, the “ ring ’’ was complete. The 
Germans proceeded to break a piece 
of it easily, to give another warning 
to small peoples, to chasten Rumaziia, 
insufficiently warned by the fate of 
Serbia and Montenegro. Nobody can 
help the Rumanians. but the) Rus- 
sians, and the Russians seem to be 
taking a breathing spell waiting for 
munitions, at 

It is natural to look for a connection 
between their failure and the German 
influence in Russia, lately conquered, 
in part at least, by the retirement of 
STUERMER. On Greece the effect of 
the Rumanian disasters is only too 
evident. King ConsTANTINE guessed 
right, after all, his followers say. 
While the German forces cannot reach 
Greece, their exploits in Rumania are 
a threat over the heads of the Veni- 
zelists, a terror to all the timid. In 
Germany, however, the effect will be 
the most sinister, Carried to its ut- 
most stretch, the Rumanian expedi- 
tion will be, like the Serbian cam- 
paign, only a brilliant triumph over in- 
adequately prepared enemies. It is a 
touf de force, it decides nothing. It 
touches no vital spot. But it will 
hearten the Germans at home. It will 
encourage the dying legend of German 
invincibility. It will postpone the day 
when the German people see that they 
have been décelved. Tt-is a dying 
gleam, a flare-up of the old victorious 
confidence, It is no more than that. 

Just as the French were led by a 
sentimentality to the militarily unwise 
adventure in Alsace-Lorraine, so the 
Rumanians, greedy for “ Greater Ru- 
|mania,” began their campaign with 
the folly of a Transylvania invasion. 


THE CAR SHORTAGE. 

Canadian dispatches say that the 
leading railway of the Dominion de- 
clines to allow a single freight car of 
{ts ownership to enter the United 
States. That-{s because the compa- 
nies on this side of the border do not 
return them. The Canadian Pacific 
ts receiving $4,500 each day penalty 
for the nonreturn of its cars, but that 
\s nothing compared with what they 
could. earn. Still, the conditions in 
Canada are better than in New Eng- 
land, where trere is a congestion of 
cars. While there is a shortage of 
cars, taking the country through, on 
the New Haven Railway there are 
55,000 “ foreign " owned cars, or cars 
not of its ownership, for which ft ts 
paying at the rate of perhaps $2,000,. 
000 yearly. But instead of rejoicing 
in its disproportion of the supply of 
the coveted carriers, the New Haven’s 
traffic is in. worse. condition than al- 
most any other raflway’s. Nowhere 
else is the embargo of traffic so strict. 
One lesson of thése extremes is that 
what is called a car famine is really a 
famine of all railway facilities, ‘An- 
other lesson is that the railways are 
not alone to blame. It is'idle to blame 
the railways for a deficiency of cars 
when they had a surplus almost con- 
tinuously for elght years and so re- 
cently as last Augyst. The lack is 
not of cars, but of. movement of exist- 
ing cars. 

Why blame the raflways for not 
providing: cars when Canadian news- 
papers tell of trains standing grain- 
laden for..a fortnight, or when coal 
cars are used for convenient stands 
to peddle their conténts at retail? 
Why blame, the raflways for a short- 
age which is caused tn part by laws 
preventing railways from distributing 
their, freight by. water on the Sound 
and the lakes? That would be'a 
natural relief, efficacioug and cheap. 
Why blame the railways when: every 
one opposes the relief proposed by: 
the railways? Its clear, if the non- 
use of cars as carriers and the prosti- 
tution of them to purposes of ware- 
housing are made expensive by penal- 
izing those guilty of stich practices, new

LABOR AGAINST CARRANZA. 

The charge made against CaBRANZA 
by the American Federation of Labor, 
with the approval, it is understood, 
of the labor organizations of Mexico, 
is definite and seems to throw a new 
flood of light on the, Mexican situa- 
tion. In February, 1915, the Carran- 
zistas had been’ driven to extremities. 
The First Chief was in hiding at Vera 
Cruz. -The capital was in the hands 
of the Conventionalists, including 
VrtLa and the Generals who had helped 
him to overthrow Hurrta, The larg- 
ést labor organization in the country, 
the Casa del Obrero Mundial, having 
80,000 enrolled members, then entered 
into a compact with CarHawza. « For 
their support of his cause CARRANZA 
pledged himself to grant absolute free- 
dom and sympathetic, co-operation to 
the labor movement. It is said that 
the organization gave effective help to 
CARRANZA. | Whole regiments of able- 
bodied men took to the field in his be- 
half. The influence of organized labor 
was exerted through many channels 
to secure moral support. for CABRANZa. 
It is certain that he suddenly gained 
new power,’and was enabled to over- 
throw Vitta ard the Conventionalists. 

The Federation of Labor asserts that 
{ts influente was powerful in prevent- 
ing war between the United States 
and Mexico at the time of the Carrizal 
outrage. That statement may be 
taken with a grain of salt. But Mr. 
Gomprrns may have had a talk with 
President Witson. CARRANZA has now 


] published a decree of death to all 


strikers. Wherefore the American 
Federation of Labor declares that if 
the decree is not withdrawn ft will give 
its support to that Mexican faction 
which will give the most co-operation 
to the Mexican labor movement. The 
American Federation's action will not 
be approved by our Government. If 
American. labor may use its influence 
to affect Mexican politics; why may 
not American capital, which is so 
largely interested in Mexican proper- 
ty? But the ultimatum of the labor 
men adds to the complexity of the sit- 
vation’ It is significant that, al- 
though some passages in the report 
that was adopted in the convention at 
Baltimore last Saturday were presum- 
ably inspired if not actually written by 
Mexican labor leaders, there was not 
a single Mexican delegate at the con- 
vention. They had been duly ap- 
pointed: and had started rorthward, 
but all travel in Mexico is subject to 
unaccountable delays. 


HIGHER COST OF LUXURIES. 

Nothing seems immune from the ris- 
ing tide of prices. If the frugal 
housewife is compelled to pay more 
for her flour, potatoes, and eggs, so, 
too, the man with a hobby finds that 
he must spend more for his art objects, 
rare prints, and old books. The high 
cost of luxuries is keéping pace with 
the high cost of necessities, and our 
students of economics might find a 
problem of interest, at least, in the 
fact that during the last week, which 
was so prolific of complaints from-all 
parts of the country regarding the ad- 
vancing food cost, there was spent in‘® 
single afternoon’s sale’ in this city the 
sum of $223,745 for ancient furniture 
and art objects. ee 

Never before has so large an 
amount of ney been realized at 
an afternoon art sale, either in this 
country or .abroad. Only a few 
days before, a new high record was 
reached for a New York City print at 
public sale, when $3,960 was paid. for 
an early view of Trinity Church and 
Wall Street. Its original cost to Mr. 
Cris was but $50: That was be- 
fore ‘the quest for early New. York 
views had become so keen. ‘Only three 
copies of this Wall Street print are 
known. A Park Place view of 1856, 
said to be the only known Copy, sold 
tor $2,425. So, too, in the recent sales 
of Feeperto’R. Hatsry’s New York 
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food,"as of everything 


else, is to. abolish the demand for it— 
@ Measure which at once carries the 
price to nothing and keeps it there until 
the demand revives.

No'ene food is essential, that is, 
to the maintenance of existence, or even 
of comfort, It is a simple matter, for in- 
stance, to do without eggs for a while— 
quite long enough to give the greedy ac- 
cumulators of them a severe lesson— 
and the same thing ‘és true as regards 
fish, flesh, or fowl, or any of the 
cereals, including wheat, the lordliest 
of them all.
